Summary 

A small serpentine outcrop occurs at the foot of Mt. Dogo, Hiroshima Prefecture. 
The flora of this serpentine area is characterized by the occurrence of such plants as 
Ber'oeris amurensis var. brevifolia Nakai, Filipendula kamtschatica Maxim., and others. 

Berberis amurensis var. brevifolia Nakai is a new addition to the flora of west¬ 
ern Honsyu, and Filipendula kamtschatica is also new to western .Japan. It is an 
interesting fact that these plants appear disjunctively on this serpentine area. 
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
